A PROPHETIC SPKECH. 


Xwo Years ABO Congressman Newlsnds 


Covered 
All tbe 
Questions Now 


Under 
Discussion 
on the 
Cnbau 


Situation. 
We publish a speach of Congressman 


Newlands on the Cuban question de- 
livered two years ago. It covers all 
the questions now under discussion 
and as a matter of argument and 
prophecy meets all the requirements 
of subsequent events. 


Mr. Hitt. I yield ten minutes to the 


gentleman from 
Nevada—Mr. New- 


lauds. 


Mr. T\ewlande. 
Mr. Speaker, the 


Senate resolutions are substantially 
the same as those which were passed 
recently by the House, though they 
are not, perhaps, couched in language 
so diplomatic and courteous. Two ob- 
jections are urged against these resolu- 


outraged colony to a perfidious, cruel 
and despotic Government. 


I think this country has a duty to 


perform besides a duty to its own peo- 
ple. We have not the right to pursue 
the policy of selfish exclusion any more 
than an individual has in organized so- 
ciety. I think wo have a duty to per- 
form to all the republics of this conti- 
nent that now, with the exception of 
Mexico, cast disgrace upon the very 
name of republicanism. Instead of 
maintaining the policy of selfish exclu- 
sion which we have maintained for 
years, saying to the great powers of Eu- 
rope, and particularly to England, 
" Hands Off! we will not permit yon to 
extend to thess countries the govern- 
ment of law and order," we have a cer- 
tain duty to discharge to humanity and 
to civilization in seeing that those conn- 
tries are no longer dedicated to disor- 
der and violence. 
There is a certain 


duty as protector that devolves upon 
the people of this country with refer- 
ence to the nations on this continent. 
It should be exercised through the Pan- 
American Congress — through treaty re- 
lations for mutual cooperation and sup- 
port—by all the moral influence which 
a great nation can exorcise in its com- 


tions. One is that there is not a state 
of public war in Cuba. The able and 
convincing speech of the chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Hitt, has fully established that 
there is a state of public war in Cuba. 
Over 125,000 Spanish soldiers have 
been employed for a long period 
of time in attempting to suppress the 
rebellion, and, notwithstanding the 
great strength employed in that effort 
three-fourths of the island is now in 
the hands of the insurgents. 


It is true that the insurgents have 


not seen able to meet the army of the 
oppressor with the force and vigor 
with which equal armies meet. They 
have been obliged to resort to the 
tactics always employed by insurgents 
against a strong and despotic power. 
They have been obliged to resort to 
guerrilla warfare — the war of attack 
and retreat and reattack, as the chair- 
man of the c"m mitt ee ao aptly stat»ri 
yesterday. Ihey have been guerrillas, 
not banditti. The lutter attack onlj 
for plunder, but the Cuban insurgent 
have had a high and noble purpose — 
the liberation of their country, and 
thouKD their destruction of property 
has been great, it has its justification 
in the fact that only by destroying tbe 
eugar crops and thus impairing tbe 
revenue of the Spanish Government 
can its etflcienoy in suppressing thp 
rebellion be impaired. But the war so 
conducted has been effective. An or- 
ganized government has been created 
which now wielda its power in three- 
fourths of that island; and the cap- 
tain-General of the Spanish forces has 
declared that he will at least require 
at least two years more to suppress the 
rebellion, I take it, then, that there 
is existing in Cuba a condition of 
affairs which justifies us in asserting 
that there is a state of public war and 
that the insurgents are entitled to bel 
ligerent rights. 


The next object urged is that Spain 


is a friendly nation and friendship re- 
quires that we should not intervene in 
a difficulty between a friendly nation 
and her colonies. International law is 
appealed to, But that law is not a 
rule of action which can be enforced 
by any tribunal. It is a code of eti- 
quette between nations. 
And what 


does that code of etiquette require? 
Why, simply that nations should bear 
toward each other the general friendli- 
ness and courtesy which individuals 
in organized society entertain, but 
whenever a nation, l>ke an individual, 
puts itself in a position where it is 
chargeable -with the repudiation of tbe 
obligations of honor and with acts of 
perfidy and cruelty, then the friend- 
ship may well cease in the case of a 
nation, just as in the case of an indi- 
vidual. 


Nations are not really friendly to 


each other. ' They are simply either at 
peace or war with each other. War 
necessarily implies enmity. 
Peace 


does not necessarily involve friendship.' 
And I take it that a great and power- 
ful nation like the United States, the 
greatest and most powerful nation in 
this part of the world, has a certain 
duty to perform to other nations, just 
as every individual in our social organ- 
ization has a duty to perform to othei 
individuals, and this duty ie the higher 
and the stronger in proportion to the 
power and strength of the individual 
or nation. I take it, then, that just as 
the powerful nations of Europe have 
felt that they had the right again and 
again to interfere in the affairs of Tur- 
key for the purpose of securing to a 
people cruelly opposed and downtrod- 
den a certain protection, a protection 
which we have demanded in behalf of 
those people in certain resolutions re- 
cently passed, an equal obligation ie 
imposed upon the most powerful na- 
tion on this side of the world to pro- 
tect a country that lies at our very 
doors against perfidy, cruelty and op- 
pression, for it should be remembered 
that the ten years' rebellion, from 1868 
to 1878, was only ended upon certain 
guarantees of autonomy and represen- 
tative government made by t*M Span- 
iah Government — guarantees which 
were repudiated when peace was re- 
stored—and that Spp;m'8 perfidy lit the 
flres of a new reb<>*1iioni 


In these reso\ationBwhat do we do? 


We simply e-ipres8 the opinion of the 


~°D <jes of Gon8r688 that Cuba is 


to bemgerent rights and that 


munion with weaker powers, and, if 
necessary, when civil war, anarchy, and 
mutual despotism, by an armed inter- 
vention, commanding order and good 
government. 


Now, 
of course, we all understand 


that the people of the Latin race are 
not so well fitted as those of the Anglo- 
Saxon race for free government. We 
through generations and through cen- 
turies have had a training for freedom 
—hi our trial by jury, in our legislative 
system, and by all the machinery of 
our forms of government — so that it 
may be said that the republic of Amer- 
ica was the very evolution of the edu- 
cation of the ages. The Latin race baa 
not been prepared for such an evolu- 
tion. Yet must we say that tbe colony 
of this European despotism must be 
kept always under the heel of the op- 
pressor because its people are not fitted 
tor self government. 
Shall we keep 


people in darkness in order to train 
them for tbe light? I apprehend that 
the very fact that disorder and violence 
exist in the Central American and 
South American Republics, that tbe 
Latin race is illy fitted for free govern- 
ment, is no objection to a bold and de- 
cided stand on the part of this country 
in favor of the independence of Cuba, 
for I claim that the very first step in 
the evolution of liberty is to break the 
shackles that bind a dependent colony 
to a despotic country. 


So from every point of view my 


judgment is that we should take a firm 
salf-reliant, and powerful position with 
reference to this entire continent — 
with reference to the Central American 
and the South American Republics, 
and with reference to dependent colo- 
nies suffering under oppression and 
cruelty. In that view, regardless of 
the talk about the friendship which 
should exist between nations and the 
etiquette that should control friendly 
nations in their dealings with each 
otber, I say that some duty devolves 
upon us toward civilization and hu- 
manity and human liberty, and this 
duty is best discharged by prompt and 
vigorous action with reference to this 
struggling country at our very doors.

WAK NJ-.WS. 


Great excitement prevailed at the 


National Capital yesterday in anticipa- 
tion of the action of Congress on the 
report of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 


The Navy Department was officially 


notified thaf the Spanish Government 
had taken possession of the Havana 
and Spanish cable to Santiago de Cuba, 
United States naval officials urged that 
the cable be out immediately. 


The resolution reported in the Sen- 


ate declares that Cuba shall be free 
and independent and demands that 
Spain immediately withdraw her forces 
and provides for all the laud and naval 
forces of the United States to be used 
to drive them off the island if neoes- 
sary. 


It is generally believed at tbe Nat- 


ional Capitol that the Cuban resolu- 
tion reported by the Senate amounts 
to a declaration of war. The majoiity 
report of the House Committee was 
identical with that of the Senate. The 
reports, both majority and minority 
were submitted amidst great excite- 
ment. Twenty minutes of debate was 
allowed on each side. 


A substitute resolution by the Dem- 


ocrats was defeated. Dinsmore moved 
to recommit the majority resolution. 
The motion was defeated by a vote of 
190 to 145. 


An evening session was held and the 


majority resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 324 ayes against 20 nays. The 
cheering and excitement was intense 
and the House immediately adjourned. 


A meeting of the Spanish Cabinet 


was called at Madrid in extraordinary 
session yesterday morning. It was de- 
cided that President MoKmley's mes- 
sage was presnmptous. 
A royal de- 


cree has been issued ordering war sub- 
scriptions and money to be set apart 
for defense. 


Spanish 
officials «ay the Spanish 


Government is not called upon to act 
until McKinley's recommendations are 
approved by Congress. 
MoKinley's 


policy wae declared incompatible with 
the sovereignty and rights of Spain 
that the United States must not inter- 
fere with Cuba or Spain's right to deal 
with Cuba as she sees fit. 


It is reported that the flying sqnad- 


ron in Hampton Roads has received 
sealed orders to be opened at sea, also 
orders to sail.

rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8, 1897. 
It is the largest city on the line of 


the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and'Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and coutinuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 


etween the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 


mountains. 
Its resources are agricultural and 


astoral rather than those of mines. 
It is the 


erminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
outh with its connection three hundred and 
fty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
Xtending north eighty miles. 
It is the seat 


f the State University, of the State Hospital 
or Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
ural Society, 
At the general election of 


896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. Its assessed valua- 
ion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,- 
190 which was upon a low and very conserva- 
ive basis of valuation. 
Its total bonded in- 


debtedness from all sources is .$45,000.' The 
otal rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ed, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ng municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
works.
